Materials Research Committee.* 

The project, sponsored by the Jim and Ada Irving Foundation, was 
keyed to determining the most significant free and low-cost 
teaching aids needed by the nation's classroom science teachers. 

Some 2 S C00 grade and high school scientists in education through- 
out the country were queried on a scientifically sampled basis 
from names listed in the U. S, Registry and the e.’ smentary school 
membership of the National Science Teachers Association,
